An automotive and 
research facility being built 
by McMaster University has 
always been a separate and 
independent project from 
the Canadian Motor 
Speedway (CMS). 

Azhar Mohammad, exec¬ 
utive director of the CMS, 
explained the connection 
between the proposed 
speedway and the universi¬ 
ty's plans to use the facility 
once built, in response to 
reports from other media 
outlets that the university 
would be building a research 
and development centre on 
site. 

The MACAuto project, he 
stressed is something that was 
never slated for Fort Erie and 
that the CMS has never repre¬ 
sented or claimed that 
MACAuto was to be built on 
the speedway's site.

Since 2007, the speed¬ 
way's investors has spent 
over $11 million in pre- 
development costs. Most of 
this spending has covered 
land acquisition, engineer¬ 
ing and re-zoning related 
costs, along with business 
and legal dilligence costs. 

The total project, once 
completed will have an 
overall price tag of about 
$400 million. This figure 
also includes other ancil¬ 
lary developments that will 
result from the speedway. 

Mohammad said there 
are "thousands" of reasons 
the CMS should be built in 
Fort Erie, not only to bene¬ 
fit the municipality but the 
region as a whole. 

Considering the close 
proximity to a strong motor- 
sports market in the U.S., a 
vast tourism and hospitali¬ 
ty presence in the area 


already, and an 823-acre 
parcel of land that is suit¬ 
able for all the develop¬ 
ment's needs, Mohammad 
says all of these realities are 
integral to making the 
investment work, while 
stimulating the local econ- 

"With recent devastating 
news in Fort Erie from the 
horse track and loss of the 
slots, CMS will act as a 
timely stimulus to support 
the town, region and prov¬ 
ince by re-invigorating 
local businesses and 
attracting new invest- 

On June 18, the CMS will 
take its next lap, by going 
before the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB). 
This is the result of appeals 
made by critics of the proj¬ 
ect, who feel it will the 
speedway will have nega¬ 
tive environmental impacts, 
will not create the econom¬ 
ic prosperity proponents 
are anticipating, along with 
other reasons. 

The OMB hearing is June 
18 at Town Hall at 11 a.m. 
and is open to the public.

Speedway could fix 
some of our problems 


There is nothing wrong with being 
opposed to potential developments in 
Fort Erie. 

It's a free country and everyone is 
entitled to their own opinion. 

We hope people might open their 
minds a little when it comes to the 
Canadian Motor Speedway. 

To say Fort Erie needs this project, 
would be an understatement. 

The Fort Erie Racetrack is in serious 
jeopardy, the slots have officially 
closed its doors, the Douglas 
Memorial Hospital no longer has an 
emergency room. The Kinsmen Pool 
could potentially be closed for good. 

There are several roads in dire need 
of repair but there is no funding in the 
budget to repair them. 

Two local schools will close as of 
next year. 

Jarvis Pharma, the pharmaceutical 
plant that has been in dire straits for a 
couple of years could close its doors. 

There are handfuls of small busi¬ 


nesses that have come and gone over 
the last fewyears...the list could go on 
forever. 

We're not saying the Canadian 
Motor Speedway would re-open or 
save all the listed local facilities, but it 
may improve this town's identity from 
being a place where everything closes, 
to a town that is visited by thousands 
of people all year and is die envy of 
the entire region.

Mayor Doug Martin's 
proposal to dissolve the cur¬ 
rent six-ward system the 
Town of Fort Erie operates 
on, will be an interesting 
process as it unfolds. 

There will be some seri¬ 


ous debate, I'm sure. 

The mayor has made a 
notice of motion that he 
will be recommending 
council to consider going 
to a general vote for the 
2014 municipal election. 

This means voters 
across the entire town 
would have a say in who fills 
each seat on council. 

Since the last election, 
there have been many 
quotes echoing through the 
council chambers such as 
"this is what the people 


elected me to do" or "this is 
what the people have said 
they want." 

True, to a certain extent. 

The 2010 election was 
heavily influenced by candi¬ 
dates' opinions about the 
Crystal Beach condo project 
and the results prove that. 

Councillors John Hill, 
Paul Collard, Don Lubberts 
and Bob Steckley all cam¬ 
paigned against the devel¬ 
opment and low and behold 
were elected into the seats 
they sit in today.

New Duty Free exemptions 
now in effect

Cross border travellers are 
now legally permitted to do 
a litde more shopping at the 
Duty Free than they were in 
the past. 

Effective this Friday, there 
are new exemptions that 
shoppers will adhere to. 

Previously, someone trav¬ 
elling to the U.S. would only 
be allowed to purchase $50 
worth of merchandise if 
spending 24 hours across 
the border. Now, they can 
rack up a bill of $200 for the 
same time frame. 

For 48 hours, travellers 
were formerly permitted to 
purchase $400 in merchan¬ 
dise, but now are able to 
spend $800. 

For a full week or more, 
$750 used to be the limit, 
but that has been extended
